WANT SMALLER CROP, 


Association 1s Now in Session in Mem- 
phis with Large Attendance. 


MANY STATES REPRESENTED 


President Lane Declares the Cost of 
Raising Greater Than Price. | 


ASKED FOR UNITED ACTION AMONG PLANTERS 


Men Who Grow the Fleecy Staple Are 
Now Working To Prevent a 
Surplus. 


Memph'‘s, Tenn., December 20.—The Amer- 
ican Cotton Growers’ Protective Associa- 
tion was called to order at 10 o'clock this 
morning by President Hector D. Lane, of 
Athens, Ala. 

Delegates present, including prominent 
planters from Arkansas, Tennessee, Texas, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Georgia and Missip- 
pi. Immediately after the delegates were 
called to order President Lane delivered 
an address, in which he explained why 
the convention had been cailed. 

“Ootton today is selling at less. than 5 
cents,’’ he sa.d, ‘“‘and this means the in- 
significant sum of 10 cents a day tor the 
labor of the man who is distinctively the 
cotton grower. I make this statement de- 
liberately and defy a successful contra- 
diction.”’ 

President Lane made a strong plea for a 
reduction of the. cotton. acreage, sayirg. 
that overproduction fosters manipulation. 
By destroy!ng the annual surplus, the law 
of supply and demand will prevail, com- 
petition will intervene and the cost of the 
production of this commodity, which is a 
fair standard of ‘ts value, will be the 
basis of its price mark. 

The usual committees were appvuin.ea 
and the morning session was devoted to 
the reception of delegates and to orga..za- 
tion. 

Among the more prominent 
present were the follow‘ng: 

Governor Eagle, of Arkansas; J. W. 
Pratt, Huntsville, Ala.; Captain L. W. Le- 
vesque, Arkansas; Captain Jerome Hill, 
St. Louis; Colonel W. W. Stone, ex-auditor 
of Mississippi; Colonel Charles Scott, Mis- 
siss'ppi, and McNeil Bond, Tennessee. 

After President Lane’s address had been 
discussed, the following permanent offi- 
cers were elected: pet 

Chairman—Hector D. Lane, of Alabama. 

Secretary—J. Cheatham, of Tennessee. 

Assistant Secretary—Sol. Cohen, Miss'‘s- 
sippi. 

A committee on resolutions, consisting 
of two delegates from each state, was ap- 
pointed. 

At’ the afternoon session a genral dis- 
cussion of the situation was had, in which 
all the delegates took part. 

Dr. D. M, Crosson, delegate from the re- 
cént convention of cotton growers which 
was held in Atlanta, Ga., was introduced 
and addressed the meeting, after which 
an adjournment was taken until 8 o’clock 
ton:ght, 

When the delegates were called to order 
at the night session the committee on res- 
olutions presented &@ report which was 
adopted: 

“Believing that the best thing this meet- 
ing can accomplish will be a permanent or- 
ganization of American cotton growers, 
your committee respectfully recommend 
that we reaffirm the principles announced 
by the association at its meeting in Mem- 
phig in January, 1896."’ 

A constitution and declaration of princ'- 


ples were presented. The committee recom- 
- mended: 

“The name of this association shall be 
the American Cotton Growers’ Protective 
Association and that its object shall be to 
educate the cotton growers of America as 
to theif rights and duties, and to devise

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and economy, which shall enable him to 
escape debt and make his cotton a real 
‘money crop.’ 

*3. To make all his own supplies at home, 
to the end that the crop when produced 
may be all his own. 

‘4. To hold his crop each year until he 
can sell it to the best advantage. 

“5. To build factories for manufactur- 
ing cotton goods near the cotton fields 
so that he may receive the largest returns 
from each annval cotton crop and that the 
home markets miay be built up for all other 
farm products. " 

“This association shall elect a vice pres- 
ident from each of the cotton states, who 
Shall be the president for his state. It 
shall be the duty of the state president to 
effect a thorough organization of all the 
cotton growers'in their states, counties and 
districts.’’ 

After further indorsing the anti-option 
bill introduced in congress by Representa- 
tive Stokes. of South Carolina, a resolu- 
tion was passed suggesting that the farm- 
ers in every county in each state meet on 
the first Monday in February and proceed 
to organize. 

The following officers were elected: Pres- 
ident, Hector D. Lane, of Alabama; sec- 
retary, Richard Cheatham, editor of The 
Cotton Planters’ Journal, of Memphis. 

The convention then adjourned sine die, 
subject to the call of the president.

MES. PULLMAN ACCEPTS DOWER 


Widow of Millionaire Can Now Help 
Her Sons Along. 

Chicago, December 20.—Mrs. George M. 
Pullman has decided to accept her dower 
interest in the estate of her husband in- 
stead of abiding ‘by the terms of the will. 

According to the will, she was given 
$50,000 in cash, the homestead in Chicago 
and the income from $1,250,000 during her 
life, the sum to revert to the estate after 
her death. Her acceptance of the will 
would have made it practically imposs'- 
blé for her to leave anything to the two 
scns. who were practically disinherited by 
their father. Her third interest as dower 
g:ves her $3,000,000 in personal property and 
one-third interest for life in the real estate 
held by Mr. Pullman. 

This estimate makes the estate of Mr. 
Puliman aggregate at least $15,000,000 in- 
stead of $7,000,000, as announced immediate- 
ly after his death.

WON’T TOUCH SAMOA OR HAWAII 


German Ambassador at -Washington 
Says Fleet Will Go to China. 


Washington, December 20.—The assertions 
that the German’ fleet under Prince Henry 
will go to Samoa and Hawaii, thus creating 
@ menacing situation forthe United States, 
are ridiculed in all official quarters here. 

When the reports were called to the at- 
tention of the German representatives they 
laughed heartily at the idea of a German 
demonstration against Samoa and HawaiL 
Nothing of this kind has ever been consid- 
ered. 

The German fleet will go to China via 
the Suez canal, and its destination is Kiao- 
Chau bay. 

' Germany, the United States and Great 
Britain are parties to a tripartite arrange- 
ment for the government of Samoa and 
although the plan has not proved satis- 
factory, there has been no recent friction, 
and at no time a condition which could 
call for a naval demonstration. Germany 
has taken no interest In the annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States and her only 
interests there are those of the 1,400 Ger- 
man cftizens who form a considerable part 
of the wealthy sugar planting community.

SAYS THEY WERE TOO CARELESS 


Chairman English ‘Speaks for Board 
and Says Officers Will Be Held 
Responsible in Future. 


The board of police commissioners held a 
meeting last night, remaining in session 
only a short while. 

The matter of looking into the needs of 
the department for next year was referred 
to a committee, and the committee will 
report back to the board and recommend 
the appropriation necessary. 

The board received from Chief Manly 
@ report relative to the discharge of Police- 
man E. M. Berry, who, it was charged, was 
drunk while on duty and was shielded by 
brother officers. The report told of the 
different officers who had seen Berry and 
their report on his condition. 

As a result of this report Chairman Eng- 
lish made an jmportant talk tothe cap- 
tains and sergeants, telling them)}that he 
thought they had been careless in their-in- 
spection of the men and stating that in the 
future they will be held responsible for the 
men on their watch. 

Captain Joiner, on whose watch Berry 
was on the night he was charged with 
drunkenness, stated to the board that he 
had not noticed anything urusual in hig 
echdition and didnot think he was drunk. 
Sergeant Moss, who had charge of the force 
en which Berry worked on the night in 
question, said he had not noticed that 
Berry had been drinking and thought he 
would have been able to detect it. 

Chairman English then rose and ad- 
dressed the officers present. He said the 
board could not see how a man could go 
on duty in that condition if the officers did 
their duty. 

“The board expects you,” he said, ‘to 
inspect your men asvlosely when going off 
duty as when going on duty. We don't see 
how a man can be intoxicated on duty if 
the officers do their duty. 

“I certainly expect the captains and ser- 
geants to see that their men are strictly 
sober. We can’t have this and won’t have 
it. It is a disgrace for men to be seen on 
the streets in a maudlin condition imme- 
diately after coming off duty and be re- 
ported by citizens. 

“This must have escaped you because you 
were careless. I hope there will be no 
more of it. We will hold captains and ser- 
geants strictly accountable in the future 
and if a man comés off or goes on duty in 
an intoxicated condition we are going to 
ask the reason of these things. 

“I say this with all good feeling and 
without any intention of criticising you. 
We expect you to report these things. We 
must look to you for discipline We must 
look to the officers to report these things. 
You must be active and diligent, and above 
all things, inspect your men carefully. 
Look them straight in the eve and if they 
have been looking at their little finger you 
oan tell it.’’

CARR INDORSES FOWLER SCHEME 


The Weli-Known North Carolinian Ap- 
proves Congressman’s Currency Plan. 

Mr. George DeSaussure, secretary of the 
bankers’ association, and the most active 
promoter of the bankers’ convention re- 
eently held in Atlanta to discuss the cur- 

rency problem, is in receipt of the following 
letter from Mr. J.°& Carr, the prominent 
North Carolinian «gwho participated in 
the proceedings 6f'tie convention, Mr. Carr 
writes: ‘ 

“Durham, N. C., December 18, 1897.—Mr. 
George R. DeSaussure, Secretary Southern 
Bankers Association’, Aitlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: I am of the opinion that the plan 
of currency reform outlined by the Hon. 
Charles N. Fowler, member of congress 
from New Jersey, and submitted to the 

‘Southern Bankers’ Association at Atlanta, 
at its last session, is a wise solution of the 
present vexing currency question. 

“Mr. Fowler’s plan funds all the obliga- 
trons of the government in a 2 per cent 
gold bond. These bonds he would make the 
basis of bank circulation, and require the 
banks to redeem all their notes in gold 
coin. By funding the entire debt into 2 
per cent gold bonds, which would be im- 
possible but for the fact that the banks 
are required to carry them in consideration 
of.the favors they receive, the people or 
the government—indeed, according to the 
people—by the Fowler bill, will save more 
than $15,000,000 per annum in interest on 
the bonded debt. 

“Azain, we must recognize the fact that 
the parity of our different kinds of money, 
silver, paper and gold, has been maintained 
at an enormous expense to the people, or 
the government. Indeed, according to the 
figures of the actuary of the treasury de- 
partment, at an average cost of more than 
$21,000,000 per annum, or ,000,000 for the 
seventeen years from 1 the date of 
specie resumption, to 1896, 

‘This cost to the people, or the govern- 
ment, by Mr. Fowler’s bill is transferred to 
the banking institutions of the country, 
which must maintain the standard by the 
current redemption of their notes in goid 
coin, This will, it must be observed, result 
in a net saving, to the people, or govern- 
ment, of more than $35,000,000 per annum. 
Mr. Fowler’s bill Also provides for a guar. 
antee fund, paid into the treasury of the 
United States government for the protec- 
tion of the note holders, so that there could 
not be a bank note panic.

BOHANNON RECANTS — 
PART OF CONFESSION 


Railroad Robber Now Acknowledges That 
He Swere Falsely. 


WANTED TO MAKE GOOD TRADE 


Representative Copeland Hears the 
Robber Clear One of the Convicted. 


NOW SAYS CAPT. PEEPLES WAS INNOCENT

Dalton, Ga., D.cember 2).—.Specia},)—W al- 
ter Bohannon, the sélf-confesse@ car rmb- 
ber, who is now serving a@ term in the pen- 
itentiary, and upon whose statements oth- 
ers were convicted, has retracted a part of 
his confession and has substituted a new 
story for the one he told in the courthouse 
-here. : 

Bohannon’s substitute story was first 
uitered on November 20th last and the com- 
mittee from the legislature which inspected 
the convict camp where Bohannon wore the 
stripes was his audience. 

The new story varies materially from the 
one he clung to during the trials. 

Those who kept up with the cases for re- 
ceiving stolen goods will recall that several 
Dalton merchants were convicted on the 
testimony of Bohannon, prominent among 
them being Captain T. J. Peeples, at that 
time freight agent for the Western and At- 
Jantic railroad at this point, 

There were seventeen true bills against 
Bohannon, to all of which he pleaded 
guilty, implicating nearly a half score of 
prominent business men in and around 
Dalton. 

Captain Peeples was tried in two cases 
and in one was convicted and sentence was 
pgssed upon him. 

A motion for a new trial was make by 
Captain Peepiles’s attorneys and today the 
motion was heard by Judge Fité, at Cal- 
houn, and it was then that Bohannon’s 
confession was first given publicity, and 
that publicity was made valuable because it 
was in the shape of an affidavit made by 
Hon. F. W. Copeland, legislator from 
Waiker county. The same paper was 
testified to by other members of the legis- 
lature who were with Mr. Copeland at the 
time Bohannon made the statement. 

The gentlemen who gave the affidavits 
were on an official visit tu the penitentiary 
camp when they heard Bohannon’s remark- 
able story. 

S.nce his confinement at Cole City “Bo- 
hannon has declared himself innocent in fif- 
teen of the cases, and says he pleaded guil- 
\ in fulfillment of a trade made with the 
Siate and the Southern railway. Accord- 
ing to his statement, the state has received 
$4,000 which it could not have gotten unless 
he would acknowledge the theft and then 
swear against the various merchants in- 
dicted. : 

Bonannon further stated that as a re- 
ward for his conduct he is to be released 
at the expiration of one year, if possibie, 
and given a position as a Southern railway 
detective at a Salary of $100 per month.

Covington Will Not Enjoy an Egg- 
nog Next New Year’s Day. 

Covington, Ga., December 20.—(Special.)— 
One of the hottest municipal campaigns 
in the history of Covington closed today. 
The fight was over the election of mayor 
and councilmen for the term commencing 
January 1, 1898, and the issue was barrooms 
or no barrooms. The prohibition element 
made a strong fight for their candidate for 
mayor, Mr. J. T. Henderson, but Mr. Si W.

COOK ANDERSON’S TRIAL BEGINS 


Slayer of the Mate and Captain of a 
Schooner Arraigned. 

Norfolk, Va., December 20.—The trial of 
John Anderson, cook of the schooner Olive 
Peecker, for the murder of Mate William 
Wallace Saunders, on the high seas, in 
August last, was begun in the federal court 
today. Anderson is also indicted for the 
murder of Captain Whitman and the burn- 
ing of the schooner, but the prosecution 
elected to bring the first trial for the mur- 


der of the mate. It is probable that the 


case may be concluded tomorrow. 
Attorney McIntosh, for the accused, in 
outlining the defense, stated that he would 
show that Anderson had been subjected to 
unheard-of cruelties, and that the murders 
were committed in self-defense. : 
Martin Barstad, a Norwegian, a member 
of the schooner’s crew, was called to the 
eye-witness to the 
tragedy. Barstad saw Anderson throw 
water on the captain’s dog on the morning 


of August 6th, tre day of the crime; then 


heard the captain curse Anderson, after 
which followed a nolse of S0me one falling. 
He supposed the captain had struck An- 
derson, who came up and asked the mate to 
protect him. 

Shortly after this Anderson came out of 
the cartain’s cabin and called the mate 
down out of the rigging and shot him four 
times. He summoned all hands and made 
them threw the bcdy overboard. Then he 
made them go down into the cabin and get 
the body of the captain and throw that 
overboard, after which he took the crew 
down into ‘the captain’s cabin and gave 
them some whisky. His story of the burn- 
ing of the vessel under Anderson’s direction 
and the voyage to land in the small boats 
varied little from the published accounts. 

The other witnesses’ testimony was the 
same.

THE ANTI-SCALPING BILL UP. 


It Will Surely Be Passed by This Con- 
gress, Its Friends Say. 

“Yes, sir; the anti-scalping bill will pass 
peth houses of the cofigress this session 
without doubt,” says Mr. 8. H. Hardwick, 
of the Southern railway, who returned from 
Washington yesterday, where he has been 
in the interest of the bill at the hearings 
before the senate and house committees on 
interstate commerce. These hearings had 
been requested by the scalpers and their 
authorized representatives were present. 
The railroads were strongly represented by 
a large number of the most prominent pas- 
senger men in this country. 

“It was great,”” says Mr. Hardwick, ‘“‘to 
witness the weakness of the scalpers’ case. 
Divested of all amplification, their whole 
plea is that they afford a ‘fence’ for dis- 
honesty. That’s all there is in their claim. 
It is true that they assert that the dis- 
honesty which they consummate is con- 
ceived by some dishonest railroad man, but 
all the same, the scalpers state that they 


participate in this by affording the mark- | 


et place without which such dishonesty 
would cease. The scalpers say that 9 per 
cent—which will be disproven—of their 


business is done with railroads which fur- | 
nish them tickets direct at less than the | 


legal rates, or on Which they agree to 
waive, in favor of the gscalper, certain con- 
tract stipulations. When asked by both 
committees if this was not clearly in con- 
travention of existing laws, the scalpers 
had to say yes. Now, then, that’s their 
whole plea, boiled down and set forth in 
all fairness, and on that ground alone 
they have the nerve to ask congress to 
refrain from passing this measure which 
they admit would be the means of enforc- 
ing the present laws of the country and 
would put a stop to such dishonesty. 


“T do not think there was a single sena- 
tor, representative or newspaper mInan pres- + 


ent, who did not feel that the scalpers had, 
in these hearings, set up their own con- 
demnation. 

“The railroad men present agreed that 
as the scalpers had themselves made such 
a conclusive argument in favor of the bill, 
it would probably be better to submit the 
measure to the committees without rebut- 
tal, but as the scalpers had made some 
specifications which some of the railroad 
men wanted to answer, to show the truth 
in each case, the committees agreed to 
continue the hearings after the holidays, 
and the house committee appointed Friday, 
January 7th, as their day, The senate com- 
mittee will designate thelr day by call 
through Chairman Cullom. 

“All that is necessary to get this bill 
through congress,’’ says Mr. Hardwick, ‘‘is 
to give its opponents all the hearing they 
want and for its friends to support it hon- 
estly; not to fight any imagimary foes nor 
apprehend any improbable evils, nor be 
telling ghost stories about unwarranted 
conditions, but manfully to face the facts 
as they confront us. This is an absolutely 
meritorious measure: is the identical Dill 
which passed the last house of representa- 
tives by a two-thirds vote and which was 
presented in the last senate. Not a single 
letter of the bill has been changed. 

‘If it cannot pass on its merit it should 
fail, but surely it should be given a fair 
showing and all its friends should certainly 
support it squarely.’’

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COURT TRIAL 
BRINGS CRISIS

The Trial Begins. 

At about 3:30 o’clock the recorder sounded 
the cases against: 

“Orth Stein and James F. O'Neill, charg- 
ed with disorderly conduct.” 

“What do you say to the charges, Mr. 
Stein?’’ asked the recorder. 

“Not guilty,”’. was the reply. 

“What do you say to the charges, Mr. 
O’Neill?’’ was asked. 

“I am guilty of sliapp:ng Stein,” was the 
reply. “but I will hold that I have com- 
mitted no breach of peace, as the attack 
was justifiable.’’ 

“Then you enter a plea of not guilty?” 

“Yes.”’ 

It was announced that Mr. Fulton Col- 
ville and Mr. Harvey Johnson would rep- 
resent Mr. O'Neill. No one represented 
Mr. Stein. : 

The courtroom by this time was packed 
to suffocation and the recorder stopped the 
investigation to ask the officers fo open the 
rear windows. There was not standing 
room, and a passage way had to be made 
for the ’witnesses. A large number of 
prominent citizens were present, including 
seventy-five or a hundrel young men. 

Testimony of Witnesses. 

Mr, R. U. Hardeman was the first wit- 
ness. His statement was as follows: 

“TIT went to the Kimball house Saturday 
night and found Messrs. Biount, Oliver and 
Chester Pearce. I talked to them a while. 
Mr. Oliver said they were waiting to see 
Orth Stein, the editor of The Looking 
Glass, to thank him for an article which 
he had suppressed. Stein came downstairs 
and Oliver mad; the statement. I then 
took hold of Stein by th* coat Tapel and 
Was talking to him about an article he had 
once published about my father. 

“It was then that Mr. O'Neill came up 
and struck Mr. Stein. I had not seen Mr. 


a . O'Neill before and was not aware he was 


in the Kimball. Mr. O’Neili called Mr. Stein 
a liar when he struck him. I am inclined 
to think that the blow fell a little shor*. 
I heard Stein say while we were irying to 
keep him awey from Mr. O'Neill: 

“*You have acted like a coward and a 
scoundrel.’ 

“I heard O’Neill say something about 
‘don’t let him shoot me.’ ”’ 


Mr. Jim Blount was the next witness. 


He stated substantially that he had sent 
up a card with Mr. Oliver to Mr. Stein’s 
room, Mr, Oliver saying he wished to thank 
Mr. Stein and the other two genflemen. “I 
had not seen Mr. O’Neill, and did not even 
know whether or not he had seen The 
Looking Glass. I had communicated with 
Mr. O'Neill in no way whatever, and had 
No idea that Mr. O'Neill was in the Kim- 
ball when we sent for Mr. Ste!n.”’ 

The rest of his statement corroborated 
that of Mr. Hardeman’s, with the excep- 
tion that he mentioned nothing about hav- 
ing heard Mr. Stein make any remark after 
he was struck. 

This was all the evidence, as Mr. Oliver 
was sick at the Grady hospital. 

Mr. O’Neill’s Statement. 

. The recorder called upon Mr. O'Neill to 
make-a statement, The buzzing courtroom 
beceme still and Mr. O’Nelll advanced tc- 
ward the judge’s desk. Ho was rot stand- 
ing more than four or five fee: from Mr. 
Stein, and there was no one between them. 
Stein pulled his mustache and glared at 
O’Neill like a cat watching a mouse. Mr. 
O'Neill glanced toward Stein. He began 
his statcment as follows: 

“I was sitting in the Capital City Club 
eating lunch when a friend asked me if I 
had read the article in The Looking Glass 
which roasted me. 

“I laughed and said ‘No,’ thinking at 
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first that he was only joking. But he as- 


sured me he was in earnest, and I sent 
a messenger to the Aragon hotel for a 
copy of the paper. 

“I read the infamous allusions to myself, 
which were Hes from beginning to end. 

“I did not tell a soul what I intended to 
do, and sought no advice or counse! from 
any friend. I went first to the opera house, 
thinking Stein might be there. Then I visit- 
ed the Kimball house, and intended to 
wait in the arcade for quite a while in the 
hope of seeing Stein. I had not been there 
long, talking to Mr. Chester Pearce, when 
I saw Stein with two gentlemen near the 
elevator. I walked toward him, touched 
him on the shoulder, and when he was 
facing me I said: 

“Stein, you have published a lie about 
me,’ and saying this I slapped him in the 
face. I did not strike him with my fist 
because I realized the fact that I was phy- 
sically his superior, and, besides, I thought 
that to slap his face was the best way of 
showing him what I thought of him and 
the article he had written. 

“Tl was unarmed. I had no pistol or 
weapon of any kind, not even a penknife. 
I did not hear Stein make the remark to 
me which Mr. Hardeman has testified 
about.”’ 

A Letter of Vindication. 

In his statement to the court Mr. O'Neill 
read a letter from Solicitor General Osborne, 
of the Eastern circuit, one of the alleged 
participants in the famous Kimball house 
poker game.

“The course indicated in the alleged in- 
terview would be as contemptible as was 
that of the original informer, and I am cer- 
tain that no one here either made any 
statement as alleged or ever contemplated 
any such course for a moment. 

“T wrote this because I think the article 
calls for a disclosure from me in view of 
the courtesy already shown me. I wish 
you would show this letter to Judge Berry. 
I do not feel at liberty to write him. In 
fact, I think it would be improper for me 
te do so. At the same time I should like 
to have him know how I feel about the 
matter. 

“T shall make an effort to get to Atlanta 
before New Year’s. My courts are now on 
me and it is right difficult to get away. 
I must have a long talk with you.

Mr. O’Neill Concludes. 

Mr. ‘O'Neill asked the court if it had 
seen the article which Stein published in 
The Looking Glass last Saturday and Judge 
Calhoun replitd that he had read it in 
Sunday’s Constitution, and would take ju- 
icilal cognizance of the fact. 

Mr. O'Neill then said that the article 
had charged him with duplicity and with 
being double-faced, and had reflected upon 
his character in a manner which no self- 
respecting man would, tolerate. 

“The article was false,’”” said Mr. O’Neill, 
“for I here state publicly that I have never 
played cards at the Oglethorpe hotel in 
Brunswick and I have never played poker 
in this county since I have been solicitor. 
I will admit that mamy years ago I played 
poker to my own detriment. I wish also to 
state that my relations with the gentiemen 
from Savannah have been the most friend- 
ly, and I believe they appreciated the 
fact that I did nothing more than my duty 
when I declined to nol pros the cases 
against them.

Orth Stein’s Statement. 

When Mr. Stein was asked if he wished 
to make a statement, he said:

“T did not get it in writing,” replied Mr.

Fulton Colville said he wished to say a few 
words as Mr. O’Neill’s attorney. Mr. Col- 
ville made a warm talk, and what he said 
was regarded as quite sensational, but it 
was only a firecracker compared to the 
which Mr. Harvey Johnson 
In his remarks 
Mr. Colville said: 

“If your honor please, the law justified 
a& man in resenting an insult with a blow. 
The vile article which Stein published on 
O’Neill went all over the state, and it 
charged him with being double-faced and 
dishonest.

I have the proof that he is 
a convict and a murderer and a villain, a 
dirty brute, who is entitled to no respect of 
decent people. He publishes his vile sheet 
for the purpose of villifying all those who 
will not pay him toll.” 

All the while Stein was pale as death, 
and he was trembling with suppressed rage 
and excitement. Detective Looney stood 
close by his side. 

Time and again as Mr. 
speaking Stein cried out: 

“That is a He; a tissue of I[fes.” 

“I am personally responsible for every- 
thing I say,’’ replied Mr. Johnson, “and 
you can see me whenever you wish. I am 
unarmed, but will take care of myself.” 

“That is a cowardly dodge you are re- 
sorting to now,” said Mr. Stein, “for you 
wish to stay my hand on the plea that you 
are unarmed, but I will see you, yes, even 
to hell.”’ ' 

The recorder said, while he might be- 
lieve the attack upon Mr. Stein by Mr.

He 
then left alone and went to the Kimball. 

After the trial Judge Calhoun was asked 
about his having permitted Mr. Johnson to 
speak as he did in the courtroom, and he 
replied: 

‘Mr. Johnson had about said all he in- 
tended saying before I could well stop him. 
I believe it was best to let all parties say 
what they wished, and I told Mr. Stein he 
could say anything he wanted to.’ 

What Mr. Stein Says. 

Last night Mr. Orth Stein made the fol- 
lowing statement at his room in the Kim- 
ball: 

‘The attack upon me today by Harvey 
Johnson was so cowardly, so gratultous 
and so unspeakably cruel that I lack words 
to fitly characterize it. Mr. O’Nelill’s state- 
ment of the Kimball house difficulty was 
substantially correct and there was, in 
fact, little or no conflict in the evidence of 
any of the witnesses. The assault was ad- 
mitted and all that remained was to deter- 
mine the amount of the fine. No speeches 
of any kind were necessary and it was un- 
der these circumstances tthat Johnson 
launched into his tirade. It was evident 
that all he wanted was a pretext to load 
me with personal abuse. He made no ref- 
erence to the case and in any other court 
on earth he would have been instantly stop- 
ped. I have no comments to make upon 
the conduct of the recorder in permitting 
him to continue. It speaks for itself, es- 
pecially when you remember that 1 was a 
prisoner under a charge and entitled to the 
court’s protection. But when Johnson left 
the facts in issue to plunge into the @ead 
past and drag forth the sins and sorrows 
of my unhappy youth, he did a monstrous 
and damnable thing. God knows I never 
claimed. to be perfect and whatever the 
faults and follies of my early years may 
have been, I have sought honestly to atone | 


for them by a life of the strictest rectitude. | 
I have lived in Atlanta for a long time and 
I defy Mr. Johnson or any other man to 
put their finger on an act of mine while 
I have been a resident of this city that will 
not bear the most rigid scrutiny. I have 
tried to be honorable, manly and upright, 


; and I believe I have the respect and confi- 


dence of all who know me. And it is cer- 
tainly hard and bitter, at this late day, to 
be confronted without rhyme or reason by 
a past lived down through so many paina- 
taking and laborious years. Part of what 
Johnson said about me was once true; part 
of it was never true—none of it is true 
now. I do not believe that the respectable 
people of Atlanta will inmdorse any such 
dastardly substitute for argument and I 
am sure that its purpose (which was to di- 
vert attention from my just criticism of the 
city court) will be seen at once. 

‘“‘What I will do about it is another mat- 
ter. I beg my friends to be patient. The 
course I will take will be one that will give 
them no occasion to be ashamed.”

Solicitor General Tom Eason for South 
Georgia and Colonel Tom Jones 
for North Georgia May Be 
the Winners in 
the Eni. 


The first real surprise that has come in 
the matter of the selection of the new 
prison commissioners was the announce- 
ment yesterday by the Hon. Jacob. L. 
Beach, of Brunswick, that he was not a 
candidate for one of the places in any sense 
of the word, and that he had never sougnat 
for it nor made application for it. This 
statement from him startled the political 
circle which is just now hovering about 
the governor and led to renewed ani- 
mation on the part of the many cand.datcs 
in south Georgia who had become dis- 
couraged when the newspapers announced 
that Mr. Beach’s appoiniment had prac- 
tically been decided upon. Whether vr 


- mot this dec'sion had been reached cnly the 


governor Knows, and since the respons.bil- 
ity of naming the commiss.oners ras de- 
volved upon him, he has maintained a 
silence in this respect wh-ch is characier's- 
But at the same time the ru- 
mor got abroad that Mr. Beach was to be 
one of the three appointees and everybody 


about the capitol believed it. 


The withdrawal of hs name is entirely 
due to the fact that he does not want to 
be cons'dered as an applicant for the 
place. He has been put in this light by the 
newspapers, and he feeis that it is some- 
what unjust, inasmuch as the first inti- 
mation of his candidacy came from 
friends who had voluntarily suggested t:m 
As clerk of the Brunswick 
circuit, he has made an enviable record, 
and his success in private business enter- 
prises has made h'm prominent in the 
affairs of his local city. As a politiciin, 
he has won most of the fights in which 
he has been engaged, and the announce- 
ment that his name was mentioned in 
connection with a prison commiss‘onership 
was sufficient to raily about him the sup. 
port of some of the most influential dem- 
ocrats of the state. His retirement was 
as much of a surprise to the governor 
as it was to those on the outside, and huis 
eceasioned much disappo’!ntment among his 
friends. . 

A Talk with Mr. Beach. 

In reference to the present situation Mr. 
Beach said yesterday to The Constitution: 

“All ‘the publications that have heen 
made concerning this matter in the news- 
papers throughout the state, put me in a 
wrong position, and in order that there 
tay be no doubt as to where I stand, I 
wish to make it known that I not only am 
not, but never have heen, an applicant for 
appointment to the board of prison com- 
missioners. In addition to this I wish to 
say that mever at any time have I had any 
interview with the governor concerning this 
Matter, either directly or indirectly. As 
far as any talk with Mr. Terrell is con- 


cerned. I simpiy called at his office for | 


the purpose of getting two books, and I 
Suppose my presence in Mr. Terrell’s office 
must have been the occasion of my having 
been placed in the attitude of being a 
candidate, I make this statement in justice 
to myself and to the governor. The gov- 
ernor has never directly nor indirectly of- 
fered this position to me, and it is unjust 
to him to say that he has tendered it to 
me. Nor has the governor at any time or 
place tendered the position through friends 
Or otherwise.’’ 

On being asked as to the presentation of 
h's name to the governor by his friends in 
southeast Georgia, Mr. Beach said: 

“I am very thankful to my friends for 
their kind interest in my behaif,,They have 
always been loyal to me, as I have been to 
them. They probably thought that I would 
desire the appointment and presented my 
name to the governor. Others, on finding 
that my name had been presented, very 
lindly indorsed the application. and with- 
out any insistence on my part many 
friends from southeast Georgia have given

situation exactly as it was in the begin- |

ning. The governor took a well-earned rest 
on Sunday, and yesterday morning when 
he appeared at the capitol he divided his 
time almost equally between the consider- 
ation of the applicants for commissioner- 
ships and the bills from the legislature 


which are pouring in-uvon him. To a rep- | 
resentative of The Constitution, who visited | 


him late in the afternoon with an inquiry 
as to the make-up of the new commission, 
ne said: 

“There is absolutely nothing in the way 
of news that I can say. I have not yet 
selected the commissioners from either 
north or south Georgia, and I am by no 
means certain that I will be able to reach 
a conclusion tomorrow. It is my intention 
toa select the very best men that I ean 
find for the places, and I shall select them 
without regard to any personal or politcal 
affiliations, I do not care whether they 
are {or Candler, or for Terrell, or for any- 
body else for governor. I shall not use 
the powers conferred upon me by virtue of 
the office’I hold in the interest of any man 
or for the political preferment of any 
man. I am trying to select the ablest com- 
m-ss:on possible and I hope to succeed in 
the Umited time that is at my disposal.” 

May Be Eason and Jones. 

The governor said that it might be neces- 
sary for him to take another day in which 
to consider the matter, and in this event, 
the state might technically be considered 
as having no penitent’ary department in 
the interim. But, as a matter of fact, 
this will mean nothing, for both Principal 
Keeper Turner and Assistant: Keeper 
Moore will continue to exercise their du- 
ties. The difficulty which confrorgfs the 
governor is one which increases daily, and 
he is not likely to prolong it longer than 
is possible. With Mr. Beach out of the 
race in south Georgia, it is said that the 
Hon. Thomas W. Eason, the present solic- 
itor general of the Oconee circuit, stands 
the best chance, but this is simply a matter 
of conjecture. Scores of prominent south 
Georgians, most of whose names have al- 
ready been mentioned in The Constitution, 
are being boomed by their friends, each 


indorsed as having special qualifications for | 


the place. 


In north Georgia the same condition ob- | 


tains. There are a multitude of candidaies, 
each with a powerful backing, and it is im- 
possible to guess on which one the lucky 
bolt may finally fall. The friends of Jake 
Moore are still working for him, and his 
long experience in the penitentiary depart- 
ment, as well as his great personal popu- 
larity, may yet turn the tide in his favor. 
Among the Athanta men whose names have 
not yet been suggested, who were talked 
about yesterday, were former Mayor Porter 
King, Judge George Hillyer and Hon, J. W. 


Reafroe. There is some dispute, however, as‘ 


to whether Atlanta can properiy 6e con- 
sidered as a part of north Georgia, and the 
governor will take this into consideration 
in making the appointment. There aro 
exactly 151 applicants from the northern 
section of the state. 

One thing that is generally accepted as 
true is that the governor will consider pro- 
fessional capacity in making these last 
two appointments. If he selects a lawyer 
from north Georgia, the south Georgian 
will be a business man. If the north Geor- 
gia appointee is a business man, the south 
Georgian will be a lawyer. And, of course, 
by business men are meant farmers.

This is the schedule of salaries of officers 
appointive and elective by the municipal 
overnment for 1899 and 1900; as fixed by 
city council yesterday afternoon. The in- 
cumbent elected the first Wednesday in 
December, 1898, will be affected by the 
change. 

The salary committee, consisting of Coun- 
cilman Maddox, chairman, Alderman Dim- 
mock and Councilman Adamson, rendered 
its report yesterday, but council knifed 
the figures considerably before they were 
adopted. Fully an hour and a half was 
spent on the salary schedule before any 
agreement could be reached. Amendments 
innumerable were offered to the commit- 
tee’s report. and Chairman Dimmock found 
it impossible to mamrain parliamentary 
tactics. It was one ef the warmest dis- 
cussions that has taken place in council 
this year, and even. after the schedule had 
been twice completed motions to reconsider 
were carried, and the work had to be done 
over again. 


Fight Begins in Earnest. 


Chairman Maddox read the report of the 
committee in sections. The first fight took 
place on the salary of the city clerk, which 
the committee recommended at $2,400. Mr. 
Lumpkin moved that the figure be $2,000. 
Mt. Rice spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment, claiming there was need of economy, 
as there had been a reduction of $60,000 in 
tax returns. Mr. Culberson moved that the 
salary be, $2,200. Mr. Lumpkin accepted 
this amendment, which was carried. After 
the schedule had been fin.shed, Council- 
man Howard moved to’ reconsider the 
clerk’s salary, which; was finally restored 
to $2,400. The salary committee also rec- 
ommended that the finance committee be 
enspowered to employ assistance for the 
clerk when needed, #nd this entire clause 
was struck out at ‘the imstance of Mr. 
Woodward. “ef 

When the city: magshal was. reached 
Councilman Lumpkin moved to amend the 
committee’s report by abolishing the of- 
jiice. The chairman moved this motion not 
germane. The committee had fixed the 
salary of the comptroller at $2,700. ‘Mr. 
Kice wanted it at $2,500. Mr. Lumpkin ad- 
vucatea $2,400. Mr. Tolbert seconded Mr. 
Lumpkin’s amendment, but it was lost. 
‘The ayes and nays were called on Mr. 
Rice’s amendment, wh.ch was carried by 
the following vote: Ayes—Tolbert, Kice, 
Mitcheli, Lumpkin, Morris, Howard, Steph- 
ens, Camp, Maddox—9, Nays—Hirsch 
Woodward, Barnes, Dorsey, Adamson, 
hiutch.nson, Peters, Culberson—8s. 

‘He committee recommended the salaries 
of tne city attorney and his ass.stant at 
94,40 and dsl,wy, respectively. Mr. Culber- 
son's amenament at $2,.0u and $2,200 was 
just. Mr. LumpKin's amendment at $2,2W 
and $1,sv met tne saMe tate. Mr. reters’s

avowed object of which is to “commit 
the country more thoroughly to the gold 
standard,” and “to remove so far as is 
possible doubts and fears on that point.” 

But the New Hampshire senator must 
bear in mind the fact that Mr. Gage rep- 
resents the purpose of the administra- 
tion, and is making an honest und a 
sinceré effort to carry out the pledges 
made on behalf of republican success to 
the gold league in New York prior to 
the nomination at St. Louis. 

WP urther than that, Mr. Chandler must 
bear in mind that the republican party 
is now committed to the gold stand- 
ard by the very terms of iis platform. 
It is pledged to maintain the gold stana- 
ard until international bimetallism can 
be secured. The very first act of Mr. 
McKinley’s administration was to bring 
about results calculated to assure bis 
party and the voters of the country that 
international bimetallism igs an impcssi- 
bility. Even before he wos inaugur- 
ated he had arranged for this demon- 
stration. Promptness was necessary in 
order to satisfy the gold trust or league, 
and Mr. McKinley was prompt. 

His sole purpose in appointing the 
Wolcott commission was to dispose of 
the somewhat embarrassing pledge to 
secure international bimetallism by 
demonstrating that it is an impossibil- 
ity. This he did officially and com- 
| pletely, and now his party is pledged to 
- maintain the gold standard indefinitely. 
3 We are surprised that Mr. Chandler, 
who is one of the shrewdest politicians 
in the country, perfectly familiar with 
ali the tricks and antics of his tribe, 
failg to perceive asthe result of Mr. Mc-~ 
Kinley’s official demonstration that in- 
ternational bimetallism is an impossibil- 
ity.

Mr. Chandler will perceive, if he will 
take the trouble to reflect over the 
matter, that gold redemption is merely 
an administrative policy. Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. (McKinley, both acting 
under pledges to the gold league, have 
privately‘.and personally defgyned the 
word “coin” in the law to mean gold. 
and it is solely as the result of that 
private and personal definition that the 
legal tenders are now redeemed in gold 
alone. 

Naturally, this is not by any means 
satisfactory to the gold league.

Why does Mr. Chandler continue to 
talk about international bimetallism? It 
he is sincere in his desires to promote 
the interests of the people of New Eng- 
land why does he continue to cling to 
hopes that events have entirely de- 
stroyed? Does he think the great cot- 
ton spinning industry will survive the 
McKinley administration? For inform- 
ation on that head we refer him to the 
Situation in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and to the report of the cotton 
spinners’ committee of the Arkwright 
Club. 

There is but one way to secure an in- 
ternational ratio, supposing that such a 
thing be desirable, and that is by means 
of independent free coinage in this 
country. There is no “political safety” 
for the republican party. It has already 
demonstrated its inability to cope with 
the situation, and Secretary Gage hag 
publicly avowed that the administration 
is in league with the enemies of the 
people. Under those circumstances, 
what difference does it make whether 
the congressional leaders of the party 
are united or not?

Troubles of a “McKinley Democrat.” 

The New York World, during the last 
campaign, was one of the most ram- 
pant McKinley organs in the country. 
It was a “MeKinley democrat.” It de- 
nounced the candidates and platform of 
the democratic party, and urged its read- 
ers into voting for McKinley. And 
when Mr. McKinley was finally elected 
The ‘World was foremost in announcing 
the fake prosperity which, a year ago, 
played so large a part in the newspa- 
pers, and which deceived so many manu- 
facturers into piling up unsalable goods. 

But, after the first blush of victory, 
The World fell into deep gloom, and has 
fiercely been decrying its own handiwork 
ever since. It denounced the Dingley 
law which it helped to make a reality, 
and it is now distressed over what it 
calls “the (McKenna scandal.” Yet if 
there is any scandal in the appointment 
of Mr. McKenna to the supreme bench, 
if “his entire career has been one ot 
servitude to monopolists,” and if “even 
his decisions as a judge upon the bench 
have been tainted by evidence of that 
subserviency,” as The World charges, 
he is not one whit more to blame than 
those who are engaged in carrying out 
te paralyzing scheme of the gold stana- 
ard league. lt is no greater crime 
morally to be subservient to monopo- 
lies than it is to support schemes that 
breed monopolies. 

The World declares that “it is a 
shame to put this man upon the bench 
of the highest court iff the land;” that 
‘it lg a wrong to the nation and its 
people;”’ that “it is an insult to wide- 
spread public opinion;” that “it -is a 
menace to the public welfare,’ and that 
“it is a blistering disgrace to the ad- 
ministration which is responsible for it.” 

Our contemporary forgets or ignores 
its own share in the responsibility. It 
is tolerably safe to’ say that if Mr. Mc- 
Kinley had not been elected, Mr. Mc- 
Kenna would not have been appointed 
to the supreme bench, or to any other 
office; and to the extent of its influence 
The World is responsible for that event, 
Its republican chickens are coming home 
to roost with a vengeance. It supported 
Mr. McKinley because it knew he was 
pledged to promote the conditions which 
are ruining the people and the country; 
and now before he has been in office 
a year it has found that the only way 
he can carry out his pledges is to leave 
things as they are. Even members of 
his own party are preparing to resist his 
plans for “committing the country more 
thoroughly to the gold standard.” Mr. 
McKinley is able to wromote every- 
thing The World pretends to oppose. 
but is unable to commit the country 
to the gold standard. 

The World has changed front in an- 
other particular. It was opposed 
awhile ago to “agitation.” What the 
eountry needed, after Mr. McKinley had 
produced the fake brand of prosperity, 
was a good long rest—a cessation of age 
itation, so that confidence could be re- 
stored. Having tried that and found 
that it won’t work, The World now 
says that “discussion is a good thing in 
itself.” It believes the idea that 
"a great financial question is wisely to 
be settled by popular discussion is ab- 
surd;”’ still discussion is a good thing. 

Well, this is an improwement. The 
fact that the people are to be permitted 
even to discuss and agitate a great 
financial question is a great step for- 
ward. ‘They are not to be allowed to 
settle their fknancial affairs as thev 
have been in the habit of doing, but they 
may discuss it and this discussion, or 
agitation, “is a good thing in itself.” 

The World perceives very clearly that 
if Mr. Gage’s plan is insisted upon there 
will be what Mr. Chandler mildly calls 
“an uproar” in the republican party. 
Consequently it calls loudly for ‘fa com- 
mission of experts.” But how will that 
help matters? The commission wil 
lack the power of legislation, and the 
whole matter will have to be settled by 
the people’s representatives. And there’s 
the rub! The pecple are simply 2a 
nuisance, They sometimes insist on 
voting in behalf of their own interests, 
and when that happens, the selfish in- 
terests of sharks, monopolists and gold 
leagues are bound to he sacrificed. 

We. are sorry The World is unhappy. 

Is the System Duplicate? 

As it happened, the shutting down of 
the two engines at the pumping station 
on ‘ast Sunday afternoon occasioned 
noserious damage, although it checked 
the flow of water through the pipes for 
some time, and exposed the city to im- 
minent danger from fire. 

On account of the vast property inter- 
ests at stake, the city is to be congrat- 
ulated on this fortunate escape; but the 
accident at the pumping station never- 
theless calls for some inquiry into the 
nature of the duplicate supply system 
with which the city is supposed to be 
provided. Can the system which ad- 
mits of such grave mishaps as the one 
which jeopardized the property interests 
of our people on last Sunday afternoon 
be really duplicate in character? 

As its name implies, a duplicate sys- 
tem is one which is made up of two 
constituent systems, each thorough and 
complete within itself and able to in- 
dependently perform the task of sup- 
plying the city pipes with water. Ob- 
viously, if there is a single piece of 


mechanism held in common between the 


two constituent systems 
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is not really so. With a duplex sys- 
tem the accident of last Sunday after- 
noon would have been impossible. 

Is there not some way in which thé 
defect can be cured, and the imminent 
danger to which the city is subjected, 
in being placed at the mercy of a ten- 
inch pipe, removed?

Irish-Americans. 

Contrary to what is generally sup 
posed The Irish World makes the sur- 
prising statement that in the distribu- 
tion of patronage, municipal, state and 
national, the Irish citizens of this coun- 
try are not receiving proper recogni- 
tion. 

With more particular reference to the 
appointments made by President Mc- 
Kinley this leading exponent of Irish 
sentiment in the United States declares 
that under the present administration 
Irish-Americans have been more shame- 
fully ignored than by any administration 
since the time of President Fillmore. Of 
the 400 consulates recently filled, it ia 
claimed by The Irish World that only 
three fell to the share of Irish-Ameri- 
cans, whereas German-Americans re- 
ceived ‘eleven and S#nglish-Americans 
six. In still further proof of the mea- 
ger recognition bestowed upon Irishb- 
Americans this same authority shows 
that out of twenty-eight consulates, ag- 
gregating $70,000 in value, which fell 
to the share of foreign-born Americans. 
only three consulates, valued at $5,500 
fell to the share of Irish-Americans. In 
the following table The Irish World 
shows the character of this distribution.

In connection with this tabulated 
statement The Irish World shows that 
on the basis of population it is wholly 
unjust, as the foreign-born races of the 
United States, according to the census 
of 1890, stood as follows: German- 
born, 2,784,894; Irish-born, 1,871,500; 
English-born, 900, and Scotch-born, 242,- 
281. 

As regards representation in the two 
branches of congress, this game au- 
thority states that out of ninety mem- 
bers of the senate there is not a single 
Irish-born member, and that out of 359 
members of the house only four are 
Irish-born. With respect to political rec- 
ognition in general, The Irish World ob- 
serves: 

A glance at the offices of the country 
congressional, state, and city, shows that, 
while the Irish are in politics, as all good 
citizens should be, the Irish are not in the 
offices. We might make an exception of 
New York—Greater New York, in every 
sense of the word—for here the Irish are in 
politics, and in office, yet not in office, even 
here, to anything like a percentage of their 
deserts, when their numbers, their ability, 
and never failing steadfastness to party 
are taken into account. Nevertheless, New 
York city is the only place in the United 
States where the Irish are in politics. Else- 
where they work, shout, vote, speak, but 
are unanimously ignored when the offices 
are being distributed. 

Coming from the leading exponent of 
Irish thought and sentiment in this 
country, the foregoing observations of 
The Irish World cannot fail to elicit 
wide-spread interest. Than The Irish- 
born citizens of this country there is 
no element of our population more liber- 
ty loving or patriotic.

The population of Mexico, according to 
the last census, was 12,578,800. Without 
data from the states of Veracruz and Mexi- 
co, there are 9,737 schooly in the republic, 
4,10 supported by the te governments, 
3,394 by the municipalities, and 2,238 by 
private funds. Of these, 4,843 are for boys, 
2,672 for girls, 2,209 for both sexes, 2 normal 
schools, 1 preparatory school, and 1 pro- 
fessional schools. The average attendance 
was 406,945. There was expended for these 
schools $4,719,066.87 ($2,359,583), exclusive of 
those supported by private funds. Using 
the figures of 1894 for Veracruz and Mexico, 
there was an increase of 822 schools for 
189. There are 2% museums, 68 libraries 
with 512,529 volumes, and 39 scientific socie- 
ties in the republic. Of the 44 
publications, 439 are printed in Spanish, 12 
in English, 2 in French, and 1 in German, 
there being among them 44 dailies and 185 
weeklies.

The Settlements began @& 
century ago by the occupation of Penang, 
which was ceded to the Bast India Com- 
pany by the rajah of Kadah, in 1786. The 
population of these Settlements is 548,536, 
of which only a fraction over 1,000 is white, 
the rest being Eurasian, Chinese, Malay, 
Indian and others. Large sections of ad- 
joining territory are under protection of 
the Straits authorities, which means ab- 
sorption in time.

Russian Competition in Cotton. 

Editor Constitution—Is it true that cotton 
is grown in Russia, and where?

Yes, and Russian agents have been under 
instruction in Georgia for the purpose of 
developing skill in the empire. One of these 
agents spent a year with Colonel Peek, 
in Rockdale county. The Russian cotton- 
raising district lies in her Asiatic territory, 
in Turkestan and Transcaucasia. Russian 
Turkestan is bounded on the west by the 
Caspian sea, Ural river and mountains, 
on the east by the Pamir plateau, Tian 
Shan and Altai ranges, on the south by 
the Kirghiz steppes, and on the south by 
Afghanistan and Persia. Western Turke- 
stan is commonly supposed to consist of 
vast low lying sandy plains, but nothing 
could be more opposed to the actual con- 
ditions, for the relief of the land here pre- 
sents greater contrasts than are elsewhere 
found on the surface of the globe. The 
lowlands bordering the Caspian sea are 
sometimes as much as eighty feet below the 
sea level, while the highlands of the Tian- 
Shan peaks rise 25,000 feet above the sea. 
The Aralo-Caspian basin is watered by the 
rivers Amu-Daria Zerafshan, Murghab 
and Syr Daria. The constructicn of the 
Transcaspian railway also had an impor- 
tant bearing on the incrz2ase of cotton 
growing in this country, and the area un- 
der crop increased from 810 acres in 1884 
to 120,150 acres in 1889. In 1890 there were 
245,000 acres planted in cotton in Turke- 
stan, from which more than 45,600,000 pounds 
of clean fiber were collected, an average 
yield of 186 pounds per acre.

“the: Public Yesterday, 


NEW TRADE CLEARLY LEGAL 


One-Fifth of the Property Will Be 
Purchased Each Year, 


NO FUTURE COUNCIL IS BOUND 


City Will Only Own Interest Pro- 
fortionate to Payments—Will 
Occupy Building January, 
1899, and Pay Rent on 
4 Per Cent Basis. 


Fulton county’s courthouse will be At- 
lanta’s future city hall. 

The city council passed a resolution yes- 
terday afternoon abrogating the first trade, 
and substantiatrrg therefor an entirely 
new plan of purchase which comes withia 
the pale of the law. ‘ 

The terms of the new deal were qnnsum- 
mated at a reference between certain mem- 
bers of the city council and a majority of 
the board of county commissioners yester- 
day morning. The meeting was held in the 
mayor’s office at the chamber of commerce 
and no one was admitted. The terms were 
reached by mutual consent. 

The city, instead of buying the court- 
house in a lump, as at first proposed, will 
buy it on the installment plan. A one- 
fifth interest in the property is to be pur- 
chased for $30,000 cash, for which the county 
will execute necessary titles. 

The commissioners will execute the bond 
binding on the county that the city may 
acquire at its option the remaining four- 
fifths interest of the property at $30,000 each, 
at any time during the years, 1898, 1899, 1900 
and 1901. 

The county is to deliver the premises to 
the city January i, 1899. From the date 
of possession the city shall pay rent to 
the county for such proportionate interest 
owned by the city from time to time on a 
basis of 4 per cent of the total valuation. 

If the county fails to deliver the premises 
January 1, 1899, the county shall pay rent 
to the city on the same basis until the city 
fs given possession, 

The present council does not bind any 
succeeding counci] to the purchase of the 
courthouse, but merely recommends that 
the remaining four-fifths be purchased ac- 
cording to the above terms. 

The agreement is said to be Satisfactory 
to a majority of the county commissioners, 
and was.unanimously adopted by the sas 
cil. : 

Legal Obstructions Rémoved. 

This arrangement will remove all legal 
obstructions to the trade, and explains the 
significant postponement of the hearing be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin several days ago. The 
legal proceedings which were insitituted 
by Judge Howard E. Palmer, attorney for 
Messrs. C. W. Hunnicutt and G. W. Col- 
lier, may be terminated, although Judge 
Palmer, when seen last night, refused to 
say what his future course would be with- 
out further consultation with his clients. 

The city now has on hand the $30,000 for 
the first payment. This will probably be 
handed over to the county commissioners 
within-the next few days, when the c.ty 
will own at least one-fifth of the court- 
house before the new year. The county 
board will doubtless approve the action ol 
council at the next session. 

The plans for the new courthouse have 
about been completed, and the new struc- 
ture will probably be started in a compara- 
tively short while. The commissioners hope 
to have the building completed and ready 
for occupancy by January, 1899, so that tne 
city may move into its new city hall ac-

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GOVERNOR'S HAND 
10 SAVE TOM CYRUS 


ie 
He Will Respite the Negro Condemned 


Te Die Tomerrew. 


WORK FOR THE PARDON BOARD 


The Case Will Be Passed Upon by the 
Coming Prison Commission. 


GRAND JURY'S APPEAL FOR CYRUS 


In a Body the Jurors Went to the Gov- 
ernor and Asked Him To Com- 
mute the Sentence. 


Tom Cyrus will not hang Wednesday for 
the murder of Annie Johnson. 

The ugly red gallows that rears its ghaet- 
ly form just outside the window of Tom 
Cyrus’s cell will not claim the life of the 
victim for which it hungers and waits. 

Governor Atkinson will respite the con- 
demned negro, and it is highly probable 
that the grim old gibbet that has already 
taken the lives of five murderers will be 
taken down and put away without adding 
Tom Cyrus as its sixth victim. 

The turn in the life of Tom Cyrus was 
entirely unexpected. The negro prepared 
himself to die yesterday and even now 
he does not know that the governor has 
promised to grant him life. He expects 
that he will be hanged tomorrow morning, 
and all last night he prayed and begged 
that God would take his soul when it is 
rent from his body tomorrow. 

Twenty-three grand jurors, acting as a 
unit, voted to save the life of the man 
whom they had indicted for murder. The 
gra: jury met yesterday morning and af- 
ter a shcrt discussion decided that death 
was too severe a penalty for the crime 
committed by Cyrus. In a body _§ they 
marched to the capitol and went to Gov- 
ernor Atkinson’s office. The governor re- 
ceived them in his reception room. 

Foreman Welch stated the purpose of 
the visit. He said that the grand jury had 
made the call to make an appeal to the 
governor to commute Cyrus’s sentence to 
life imprisonment. He told the chief ex- 
ecutive that the jurors had unanimously 
agreed that the death sentence was too 
severe, and that certain peculiar circum- 
stances connected with the case made them 
feel that Cyrus should not be hanged. 

Governor Atkinson heard the appeal and 
then spoke to the grand jury for nearly 
half an hour. He sald that he had passed 
upon the negro’s case once and that no 
new evidence was presented to him to cause 
him to change his decision. He stated 
that the responsibility of passing upon 
such cases was very great and he did not 
fee] called upon to assume the responsibili- 
ty of commuting the negro’s sentence. 

“But,” said the governor, “in a few days 
I will appoint the prison commission, 
which will be also a beard of pardons. If 
you desire that the board of pardons pass 
upon Cyrus’s case and will make the re- 
quest to me I will pass upon it.” 

The grand jurors then left thoroughly 
satisfied with the result of their visit. The 
governor bas 1d them to frame the re- 
quest for a respite instead of a commuta- 
tion, and today when the request is made 
he will geant the respite until after the 
new prison commission is appointed and 
sworn in.

Judge Hillyer will be the next commis- 
sioner from the second ward. 

Both gentlemen were unanimously elect- 
ed by the city council yesterday afternoon. 
No other nominations were made, both re- 
ceiving nineteen votes each. Mr. Camp 
succeeds Mr. Aaron Haas. Judge. Hillyer 
succeeds himself. 

While Judge Hillyer’s election was ap- 
parently unanimous, yet a dark horse in 
the person of Mr. H. C. Stockdell, the well 
known insurance man, only lacked one 
vote of defeating him before the council 
met. Exactly nine councilmen had pledged 
themselves to vote for Mr. Stockdell in case 
he should allow his name to be used, but 
the tenth was not secured, As ten votes 
were necessary to elect, the Stockdell 
forces realized their defeat before the coun- 
cil met and decided not to place their can- 
didate in nomination. 

And this fight for ‘the last three days has 
been one of the warmest in the history of 
local municipal politics. Mr. Stockdell was 
not a candidate, never having announced, 
but was urged by his friends to accept the 
position if elected. He assented, and ever 
Since Sunday morning the Stockdell torces 
have been working assiduously to have 
their man elected. They have been doing 
their work secretly, several meetings being 
held, and late Sunday afternoon the 
chances for Judge Hillyer’s election looked 
gloomy. 

The Hillyer forces rallied, however, Sun- 
day night. They displayed even greater 
force ‘than the Stockdell men expected. 
Rumor states a Hillyer caucus was held 
Sunday night, and certain it is that a meet- 
ing wes held yesterday morning. The Hill- 
yer forces knew that if they could hold the 
Stockdell people down to nine votes they 
would win. They moved heaven and tarth 
to accomplish this end, and succeeded. 
Mr. Stockdell held a conference with his 
friends just before noon yesterday, the sit- 
uation was carefully discussed and it was 
decided 10 make more vigorous efforts for 
the necessary vote.

William Kenan Boyd, the son of Dr. M. 
P. Boyd, a dentist, died yesterday morning 
at the Grady hospital from what is thought 
to hawe been ‘the effects of an overdose of 
morphine, taken with suicidal intent. Boyd 
was a ll-known young man and held the 


responsible position of shipping clerk at |

Street.

for a place to sleep. He seemed to have 
been drinking rather heavily and was al- 
lowed to remain in one of the cells. There 
appeared nothing unusual with the young 
man and he was not drunk enough ‘o be 
held on that charge. 

Yesterday morning when Turnkey Terry 
went to Boyd’s cell for the purpose of re- 
leasing him and the other sleepers. every 
one in the sleepers’ department responded 
to the call of the turnkey with the excep- 
tion of Boyd. Turnkey Terry went to him 
and shook him, supposing he was asleep, 
but he failed to respond to the shake ana 
it soon became evident that he was in an 
unconscious condition. 

Boyd was removed from the cell into the 
corridor and Dr. Hurt, the barracks phy- 
sician, was hastily summoned. The ambu- 
lance and a hospital physician were also 
called. ‘The physicians tried to revive 
Boyd, but all their efforts were without 
avail 
dying condition. 

He removed to the Grady hospital, 
where the physiciams continued to work 
with him, but without avail, and at 10 
o’clock he died without having regained 
consciousness. 

Dr. Boyd, the young man’s father, does 
not believe that he took poison, stating 
that he was addicted to the whisky habit, 
but was too much afraid of death to com- 
mit suicide. The physicians are of the 
opinion that Boyd took some poison. 
he did, he must have taken it after 4 
o’clock, for at that hour Turnkey Terry 
heard him talking to the other sleepers and 
recognized his voice. Young Byrd was 
twenty-five vears of age and his family 
moved to Atlanta from Union, S. C., sever- 
al yea ago. 

Mr. I. F. Gibbs, of the Gibbs Drug Com- 
pany, stated yesterday afternoon to The 
Constitution that Boyd was connected with 
the company for more than seven years. 
He said Boyd was a noble young fellow, the 
only fault he had being that occasionally 
he would get on a spree. 

“T have known Boyd intimately,” said

and I had always found him industrious, 
energetic and painstaking.

Dr. Alexander says there is no danger in 
the city, and in his statement made last 
night, he emphasizes the fact that the dis- 
ecse, which had rever been occasion for 
alarm, is now thoroughly under control and 
rceme were in danger. In his statement, Dr. 
Alexander says: 

“To show the exact situation in the city 
regarding the smallpox, as it is now and 
has been, I make the following state- 
ment: Ihe total number of cases cf small- 
pox, sirmce the presence of the disease was 
firat discovered in Atlanta, is 23; the 
number which have recovered and been 
released from the hospital, is 48; the nufn- 
ber of deaths is 1, that being a negro 
child. The total number of cases in the 
hospital today is 1. 

“The above stetement is positively cor- 
rect and true, and there has never been, 
since the disease was first discovered, any 
effort to conceal the exact status of affairs. 
By constant and well directed efforts on 
the part of the sanitary officers we feel 
satisfied that we have the disease com- 
pletely under control. 

“In addition to that, we have carricd on 
@ well regulated system of vaccination, 
having succeeded in vaccinating in the 
neighborhood of 50,000 people, ard we are 
confidemt that by this time a large majori- 
ty of the citizens.of Atlanta are immunes, 
The smallpox, such as we have had in 
this city this year, is a very mild type of 
the disease, as may be seen from the 
number of deaths which have resulted. 

“The disease was confined mostly to the 
negroes, the number of white patients 
having been only about twelve or fifteen, 
and no one need have any fear about com- 
ing to Atlanta to transact business, es- 


pecially if they have been vaccinated. The | 


reports that are abroad throughout the 
country in regard to the situation are to- 
tally incorrect and untrue, and those who 
do not: reside here seem to have more ap- 
prehension on account of the presence of 
the disease than have our own people.

The interstate commerce commission is 
mzking a strong play for an increase. of 
pov.er.

been claimed “‘to prescribe the rate in the 
first instance.’ . 

In that opinion, the commission declined 
to fix certain rates, saying: 

“It is, therefore, impossible to fix them 
in this case, even if the commission had the 
power to make rates generally, which it 
has not. Its power in respect to rates is to 
determine whether ‘those which the roads 
impose are for any reason in conflict with 
the statute.’’ , 

It has been said in this connection, by 
an authority, that “the idea that the com- 
mission elther had or ought to have the 
power to fix rates is simply the united 
product of the commission’s imagination 
and ambition.’’ 

Never Had the Power. 

In deciding the Atlanta case, the United 
States supreme court said, speaking of 
whether congress intended to confer the 
rate-making power on the commission: 
“We do not find any provision of the act 
that expressly, or by necessary implication, 
confers such a power. The commission con- 
tended that the authority to pass upon the 


reasonableness of ra'tes and to say whether | 


certain rates were reasonable or unreason- 
able, implied a right to prescribe rates. 
The supreme court did not think so. The 
reasonableness of a rate,” said the court, 
“in a given case depends on the facts, and 
the function of the commission is to consid- 
er these facts an@ to give them their prop- 
er weight. If the commission, instead of 
withholding judgment in such a matter un- 
til an issue shall be made and the facts 
found, itself fixes a rate, that rate is pre- 
judged by the commission to be reason- 
able.’’ 

The decision in the Troy case removed all 
doubt that the carriers may establish their 
own rates and charges, judging for them- 
selves what rates are reasonable. ‘This de- 
cision, the report says, ‘‘must be considercd 
startling.”” Under the present state of af- 
fairs, the commission thinks that it is 
left “without authority in the absence of 
additional legislation, to enforce any order 
to prevent unjust discrimination or undue 
preference in the future.” 

The commissioners say, sarcastically: 
“In the future practically all the commis- 
sion can do toward executing and enforcing 
the vital provisions of the act is to inquire 
into wrongs done in the past and. report 
the result of its investigation to itself.’’ 

The commission denies what the supreme 
court had said of it, that it sought to 
“evolve, as it were, out of its own con- 
sciousness the satisfactory solution of the 
difficult problem of just and reasonable 
rates for all the various roads of the cour- 
try.” .The commissioners make no secret 
of resenting the action of the courts in 
taking away the bo@y’s power and in one 
case the board reported that under the in- 
tersta'te commerce act, aS now construed 
by the supreme court, the carrier is given 
the right to establish and charge its rates 
independent of the judgment of the com- 
mission and independent of the action and 
judgment of any court or other tribunal; 
that the roads are made judges in their 
own cases of what is reasonable and just. 
Until these late decisions were rendered, 
the commission had acted as prosecutor 
and judge, too. .

Alexander says: 

“To show the exact situation in the city 
regarding the smallpox, as it is now and 
has been, I make the following state- 
ment: Ihe total number of cases cf small- 
pox, sirce the presence of the disease was 
tirat discovered in Atlanta, is 23; the 
number which have recovered and been 
released from the hospital, is 48; the nufh- 
ber of deaths is 1, that being a negro 
child. The total number of cases in the 
hospital today is 154. 

“The above statement is positively cor- 
rect and true, and there has never been, 
since the disease was first discovered, any 
effort to conceal the exact status of affairs. 
By constant and well directed efforts on 
the part of the sanitary officers we feel 
satisfied that we have the disease com- 
pletely under control. 

“In addition to that, we have carried on 
@ well regulated system of vaccination, 
having succeeded..in vaccinating in the 
neighborhood of 530,000 people, 
confident that by this time a large majori- 
ty of the citizens ef Atlanta are immunes. 
The smallpox, such as we have had in 
this city this year, is a very mild type of 
the disease, as may be seen from the 
number of deaths which have resulted. 

“The disease was confined mostly to the 
megroes, the number of white pattents 
having been only about twelve or fifteen, 
and no one need have any fear about com- 


ing to Atlanta to transact business, es-.’ 
pecially if they have been vaccinated. The |

The interstate commerce commission is 
miking a strong play for an increase. of 
pov.er. In its eleventh annul report, which 
has just come from the press, the board 
asks for an amendment to the law to en- 
dow it with authority to make rates, fares 
and classifications and to determine what 
are reasonable privileges, facilities or regu- 
lations,

ten days ago. Now the commission’s own

The last report is the most remarkable 
whick has yet come from the board. It 
reads like a half-veiled attack on the 
courts from the lowest to the supreme court 
of the United States.

In deciding the Atlanta case, involving 
ths reasonadieness of an Atlanta rate, the 
United States supreme court, March 30, 1896.

the Delaware and Hudson Canal Company 
et al., by stating that the right has never 
been claimed “to prescribe the rate in the 
first instance.” . 

In that opinion; the commission declined 
to fix certain rates, saying: 

“It is, therefore, impossible to fix them 
in this case, even if the commission had the 
power to make rates generally, which it 
has not. Its power in respect to rates is to 
determine whether ‘those’ which the roads 
impose are for any reason in conflict with 


‘the statute.” 


It has been said in this connection, by 
an authority, that “the idea that the com- 
mission elther had or ought to have the 
power to fix rates is simply the united 
product of the commission’s imagination 
and ambition.’’ 

Never Had the Power. 

In deciding the Atlanta case, the United 
States supreme ¢ourt said, speaking of 
whether congress intended to confer the 
rate-making power on the commission: 
“We do not find any provision of the act 
that expressly, or by necessary implication, 
confers such a power. The commission con- 


tended that the authority to pass upon the 
reasonableness of ra'tes and to say whether 
certain rates were reasonable or unreason- 
able, implied a right to prescribe rates. 
The supreme court did not think so. The 
reasonableness of a rate,” said the court, 
“in a given case depends on the facts, and 
the function of the commission is to consid- 
er these facts and to give them their prop- 
er weight. If the commission, instead of 
withholding judgment in such a matter un- 
til an issue shall be made and the facts 
found, itself fixes a rate, that rate is pre- 
judged by the commission to be reason- 
abie.”’ 

The decision in the Troy case removed all 
doubt that the carriers may establish their 
own rates and charges, judging for them- 
selves what rates are reasonable. This de- 
cision, the report says, “must be considercd 
startling.”” Under ‘the present state of af- 
fairs, the commission thinks that it is 
left ‘‘without authority in the absence of 
additional legislation, to enforce any order 
to prevent unjust discrimination or undue 
preference in the future.” 

The commissioners say, sarcastically: 
“In the future practically all the commis- 
sion can do toward executing and enforcing 
the vital provisions of the act is to inquire 
into wrongs done in the past and. report 
the result of its investigation to itself.’’ 

The commission denies what the supreme 
court had said of it, that it sought to 
“evolve, as it were, out of its own con- 
sciousness the satisfactory solution of the 
difficult problem of just and reasonable 
rates for all the various roads of the coun- 
try.” .'The commissioners make no secret 
of resenting the action of the courts In 
taking away the bo@y’s power and in one 
case the board reported that under the in- 
tersta'te commerce act, aS now construed 
by the supreme court, the carrier is given 
the right to establish and charge its rates 
independent of the. judgment of the com- 
mission and independent of the action and 
judgment of any court or other tribunal; 
that the roads are made judges in their 
own cases of what és reasonable and just. 
Until these late decisions were rendered, 
the commission had acted as prosecutor 
and judge, too.

On the subject of the extent to which 
judicial review of the commission’s orders 
should go, the report says the great bulk 
of its orders must pertain to the future. 
They will be orders fixing either a maxi- 
mum or a minimum rate. “The only or- 
der which courts can exercise over orders 
of this sort is to vacate them. They can- 
not be invested with authority under the 
federal constitution to make and enforce 
a modified order.’’ The comm’ssion inquires 
for what reasons, then, shouid the court 
be allowed to vacate an order? The report 
goes on to say: “The only appeal which 
lies from. the decrees of the lnglish rail- 
way commission is upon questions of law. 
There is no appeal upon questions of fact, 
as to which the decision of the comm’ssion 
is final. Fhis is to the verdict of a jury 
or the findings of fact by a special master 
in chancery under the equity practice of 
some states. 

“Much might be said in favor of apply- 
ing the same idea to the orders of this 
commission. It can hardly be expected that 
ordinarily the case, upon proceedings in ro- 
view, will come before a tribunal which is 
in theory better fitted to determine questions 
of fact than the one which passes wpon 
them in the first instance.”* The board 
concedes the right of the defendants to ap- 
ply for review before a court of higher 
jurisdiction, but the board thinks that the 
testimony taken before it should constitute 
the record upon which the case is revie ved. 


The Fatal Blow. 


It was the Troy dec'sion which completely 
unhorsed the commission and as it de- 
clares. took away from it whatever use- 
fulness it had. This case went up from 
Alabama and was decided six weeks ago 
Particular attention is paid to this case 
in the report. It is outlined rather fully. 
The point involved was thaf the roads 
charged more for hauling freight from the 
east through Troy to Montgomery, Ala., 
than they charged to Troy. They also 
charged less for hauling cotton from Monte 
gomery through Troy to the coast than they 
charged on cotton originating at Troy. This 
appeared on the face to be a plain case of 
violation of the fourth section or the long 
and short haul clause of the interstate 
commerce law. Troy is reached by tw¢ 
railroads, the Alabama “Midland and the 
Central of Georgia railway. At Montgom- 
ery there are several roads and also water 
lines to the gulf. The fourth section pro 
vides that.a higher rate'shall not be charged 
for the short than for the long haul when 
the former is included in the. latter and 
under substantially simflar circumstances 
and conditions. The roads insisted that the 
fact of railway competition at Montgomery 
made the c!ircumstances and conditions at 
Montgomery and Troy dissimilar and that, 
therefore, the inhibition of the fourth sec- 
tion did not apply. The co ission had 
previously held, and held in th.s case, that 
competition between carriers subject on the 
provisions of the act could not of itself 
create the necessary dissimilarity in cir- 
cumstances and conditions, 

Thia contention of the commission was 
rot Sustained by the supreme court, which 
held that such competition did create that 
dissimilarity, and that the higher rate to

tained so low a line of rates from Mont- 
gomery on cotton. The railways asserted 
that ft might be said there was no more ac- 
tual water competition at Montgomery than 
the _winter 
monchs, but the water competition was 
claimed to be just as potential at Mont- 
gomery throughout the year as it is at Chi- 
cago during the winter months. 

This decision was so broad that the inter- 
state commerce commission has staked al- 
most its continuance on‘the fight for great- 
er powers. As it stands, the body has “law- 
ful authority’’ to see that nothing is done 
by rebate or otherwise to give preference 
to one shipper or community ag against 
another. Congress charged the commis- 
sir with the general duty of inquiring into 
the management of the business of rail- 
road companies, and to keep itself informed 
as to the manner in which the same is con- 
ducted. The courts have not taken away 
from the commission its power to investi- 
gate, either upon its own motion or upon 
the contplaint of another, any charges 
against an interstate carrier of an alleged 
Violation of the law. But this does not 
satisfy the body and it has drafted some 
sweeping amendments to the interstare 
commerce law. Among these amendmenta 
proposed is this: 

“If the commission is of the opinion that 
the rates, fares or charges, as filed and 
published, or the claasification, or the priv- 
ileges, facilities and regulations, published 
in connection therewith are unreasonable 
or otherwise in violation of the law, it 
shall determine what are and will be rea- 
sonable and otherwise lawful rates, fares, 
charges, classification, privileges, facilities 
or regulations, and shall prescribe the same 
and shal) order the carrer or carriers to 
file and publish, on or before a certain day, 
schedules in accordance with the decision 
of the commission.’’ Provision is also made 
for the reinforcement of the orders. 

The fight in congress will center around 
this proposed amendment. And nobody 
can tell what congress will do, but the 
members who are supposed to be well post- 
ed say that there will probably be no radi- 
cal legislation at this term.

To Recuperate, 


LARGE TRADERS TOOK PROFITS 


Ccalers Were Strong as a Group on ; 


Cold Weather—Not Much Pros- 
pect for Easier Money. 


New York, December 20.—After a few 
spasmodic efforts to continue the rise of 
Saturday today’s stock market fell back 
into a decline and faijed to recuperate. The 
aggressive strength of some of the special- 
t<s at the opening served to sustain the 
market for a time and to give it an ap- 
pearance of strength, but realizing sales in 
the general list went hand-in-nana with the 
manipulation for a rise in specialties, and 
even the stocks which had 
gains lost practically all after the large 
operators had taken their profits in the 
general list. The coalers were strong as a 
group on account of the growing beilef in 
an agreement to restrict production and to 
keep up prices. They were also helped by 
the coid weather and the consequent in- 
creased demand for the product. New 
Jersey Central was at one time 2 points 
higher, and Reading tirst prererred rose to 
near 51. Sugar crossed 140 during the day.

George B. French. awho, it is said, has 
engineered the tremendous deal in December 
from the Leiter clique, stated that the bull 
combination will have at least 6,000,000 bush- 
els of weat to :take care of. ‘ihe tactics 
of Armour in rushing millions of bushels 
to 'the Chicago market, he said, have caus- 
ed the Leiter following to chang 
their plans materially.

‘RULES READ AND ADOPTED 


Captain J. W. English Was Unani- 
mously Elected Vice Chairman. 


SUCCESS OF THE REUNION. IS ASSURED 


Auditorium with Seating Capacity of 
Not Less Than 10,000 Is 
Wanted. 


Eighteen members of the executive com- 
mittes of the Confederate Reunion Asso- 
ciation met in their headquarters, at the 
Kimball house yesterday morning and 
transacted much business that came be- 
fore it concerning the approaching reunion. 
Those present were. Chairman W. A. 
Hemphill, Judge W. L. Calhoun, J. C. Hen- 
aérix, C. S. Arnall, R. M. Clayton, J. O. 
Waddell, Anthony Murphy, A. J. West, 
General C. A. Evans, J. A. Miller, J. 8.

Fox, A. C. Bruce, 8. H. Hardwick, Albert 
Howell and B. F. Walker. 

Rules for the government 
committee were adopted, with an order 
ot business for its meetings. The power 
mm choose a permanent secretary for the 
committee was given to the finance commit- 
dee and Chairman Murphy announced that 
me would not call a meeting of the commit- 
tee until after the holidays. 

Much discussion was had over the manner 
of caring for the visitors when they come, 
a place to meet, and provisions for them.

SETTLED TODAY 


Important Conference To Be Held This 
Morning. 


REPRESENTATIVE ROSS IS HERE 


They Have Fully Discussed the Situa- 
tion with President Elsas. 


BOTH SIDES WILL MEET TODAY 
Executive ‘Board of Federation of 
Trades Will Visit Mr. Elsas and 

Settlement May Follow. 


The strike at the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
mills, which has been on for the past two 
weeks, may be amicably setfled this morn- 
ing. 

Legal Representative Ross, of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, who arrived in 
Atlanta Sunday, visited the mills yesterday 
and had a conference with President El- 


sas with a view of settling the strike. He 
was accompanied by President Green, of 
the National Textile Workers, and they 
held a lengthy conference with the presi- 
dent of the mills, which, however, was 
not entirely satisfactory. 

It seems that during the conference the 
labor leader and the mill president dis- 
cussed both sides of the question and re- 
viewed the matter from its beginning to the 
present situation. 

Ross regards the situation as about as 
favorable to the mill owners as to the 
Strikers. He does not think eitrer of them 
has any advantage at present and will en- 
ceavor to bring both parties to an agree- 
ment so the strikérs can go back to work. 

The strikers charge that Mr. Elsas madc 
statements to Ross which misrepresented 
their side of the question and did not 
agree with what they hold to be the truth.

An Old Pastor’s Tribute to Mrs. W 
C. Motes. 

The second Sabbath of this month was 
an ideal autumnal day, when after the 
sudden death cf this noble Christian wo- 
rns her bier was followed by hundreds of 
riends from Trinity church to her inter- 
ment in Oakland cemetery. — 

Thirty-four years ago I was her pastor 
at Athens, Ga., and with the exception of 
Bishop Key, Dr. Eustice Speer and Dr. 
J. W. Hinton, I am probably her oldest 
living pastor. She was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry White, two highly es- 
teemed members of the First Methodist 
church, he first fruits of the marriage 
union were Martha and Emma, two beauti- 
ful girls on the verze of womanhood. The 
older sister Martha preceded her sister 
Emma to the grave. 

From my first acquaintance with Sister 
Motes, I was impressed by her beautiful 
character. In the sanctuary services—in 
the Sabbath school exgrcises, there were 
forstokens of those excellences that mark- 
ed her maturer life, 

Sister Motes’ educational advantages were 
of a superior order. I recall an examina- 
tion of the senior class of the Lucy Cobb 
instiiute when I was stationed in Athena 
in 1863. Emma White, as she was then 
known, was a member of the senior class, 
and I distinctly recall the examination was 
on the grammatical and literary merits 
of the third Canto of Milton's “Paradise 
Lost,” which, with ‘rare exception, is the 
purest English that Milton ever produced. 
On this occasion not one of her class ac- 
guitted herself more creditably than Emma 
White. Our dear departed sister spoke to 
me of this in recent years. When next I 
met ner, it was as her pastor at Trinity. 
Here I found she had developed into a 
mode] Christian wife and matr@n and an 
indefatigable church worker. 

During my brief pastorate at Trinity 
church her excellent husband and his wife 
were amongst my warmest friends and 
supporters. During the gruesome days 
that followed my nervous prostration no 
one was more steadfast in their devotion 
to me and my family than these worthy 
friends, and from that time forward their 
m@nifold kindnesses are amongst the 
brightest recollections of my life. 
As her guest from time to time, I was 
treated with uniform kindness, and in these 
later years she and her whole family have

LIQUOR FIGHT IS : 


NOT SETTLED YET 


Council Finds the Last Compromise Or- 
dinance Is Illegal. 


GOES BACK TO COMMITTEE. 


Judge Dorsey Discusses Committee’s 
Report. 


ONE OF THE CLAUSES CAUSED OBJECTION 


Wholesalers and Retailers Have Warm } 
Discussion Before Council—Com- 
mittee To Meet. 


The city council has reached no settlement 
of the liquor controversy. It juggled with 
the subject for over an hour yesterday af- 
ternoon, found that the second compromise 
ordinance, like the first, was illegal, and re- 
ferred the matter for the third time to 
the rolice and ordinance committees for 
adjudication. This committee will meet at 
the chamber of commerce at 3 o’clock this 
afterncon, and will attempt to frame still 
enother compromise ordinance for the ncxt 
session of council Thursday week. 

The fight yesterday was warm while it 
lasted. The wholesalers and retailers were 
rresent. Attorney L. Z. Rosser represented 
the wholesalers, and Colonel W. T. Moy- 
ers the retailers. Both attorneys made 
strong speeches, the former against the 
adoption of the ordinance and the latter in 
favor of the adoption. Several Hquor men 
were also heard for and against the pas- 
sage of the measure, and a good deal of 
feeling was exhibited at times on both 
sides.

Councilman Culberson offered a 
substitute for the whole, prohibiting the 
sale of liquors in connection with any 
other merchandise excepting tobaccos 
and cigars, and naming a punishment

The motion to put the substitute on 
second reading was lost by the following 
vote, the chairman ruling two-thirds ma- 
jority was necessary: Ayes—Hirsch, Mitch- 
ell, Dorsey, Howard, Thompson, Stephens, 
Feters, Culberson—9. Nays— 
Woodward, Rice, Barnes, Camp, 
Maddex, Adamson, Lumpkin, Morris—9. 
The rules were then suspended and the 
subject thrown open for discussion.

ten years, and had a right to do so under

Colonel Moyers, for the retatiers, said 
that if there was any hardship in the Equor 
business it was borne by the retailers on 
account of their high license, and the fact 
the wholesaler invaded the province of the 
retailer by selling quarts. He cited the 
fact that oniy two wholesalers, representing 
a tax of $100, were asking for relief, as 
iwainst eighty-seven retailers representing 
a tax of $87,000 annually. He said that un- 
der existing statutes the retailer has the 
right to sell quarts or gallons if ‘the wished, 
but that the wholesaler could sell no less 
than a gallon. He argued the gallon re- 
striction would prevent disobedience of the 
law to a large extent, and asked that the 
ordinance be adopted. 

Mr. Bickart, of Bluthenthal & Bickart, 
spoke in favor of the adoption of the meas- 
ure, arguing that it would be more equita- 
ble for the retailers. 

Mr. R. M. Rose stated the ordinance 
would be an injustice to the wholesalers: 
that wholesalers all over the country were 
allowed to sell quarts; that the new law 
would force them to take a retail license. 

Mr. Rose spoke again, denying Colonel 
Moyers’s statement that the retailers were 
allowed to sell any quantity over quarts. 


Judge Dorsey Creates Surprise. 


At this juncture CouncitiIman Dorsey. se- 
cured the floor and made the point that 
part of the ordinance should not pags on 
account of its illegality. He explained that 
he was not present at the committee meet- 
ing when the measure was framed, and 
had not seen it until council convened. He 
stated the clause prohibiting wholesalers 
selling quarts to citizens and permitting 
them to sell to dealers either inside or out- 
side the corporation in cases was class leg- 
islation and clearly. illegal. 

Judge Dorsey called the attention of Judge 
Anderson to the matter, and the latter 
agreed with him. So did Chairman Hirsch, | 
of the comm: ttee that framed the ordinance. 
Alderman Woodward asked Judge Dorsey 
to make an amendment to the ordinance, 
but Judge Dorsey stated he had not deter- 
mined what the amendment should be. 

Mr. Woodward then moved that the mat- 
ter be referred back to the police and ordi- 
nance committees, and the motion was 
carried.
